NIAGARA’S NEW BRIDGE. 


THE GREATEST ARCH IN TNE HIS- 
TORY OF STEEL CONSTRUCTION. 


Ue Will Stretch 849 Feet in One Clear Span 
and Bep'ace the Suspension Bridze, 
Which Is Lcss Than Tcn Years Oid, but 
Insufficient. 

All the false work preparatory to the 
erection of what is destined to be the 
greatest steel arch bridge is in posi- 
tion, and soon the erection of stee! will 
begin and be continued throughout the 
winter, in order that the proposed new 
structure may be finished for the ex- 
pected heavy travel of next summer. 
This steel arch is to ie built across 
the Niagara gorge on the site of the 
upper suspenson bridge, and its span 
will be the greatest in the history of 
steel arch bridge building. As com- 
pared with it, the new steel arch re- 
cently completed fon the Grand Trunk 

tailway, two miles below, will appear 
very short. 

At the point where the arch is to 
stand the cliffs are 1,268 feet apart, 
and the suspension bridge now restin< 
there seems but a slender thread from 
bank to bank. The abutments for the 
bridge stand close to the water’s edge 
on either bank. There are four in 
number, two on each side, and the dis- 
tance between the members of the 
pairs is sixty-sevem feet. These albut- 
ments were built, two years ago, as it 
was thought that the new arch would 
te completed long ere this, but the con- 
dition of the monetary and steel mar- 
kets was not such as to inspire the com- 
pany to proceed with the great and 
costly work until now.

To @ correspondent, “Shah Bhat,” 
the following recipe is given: Melt 
together six g@nces of beeswax and two 
ounces of muiton suet, and add to these 
six ounces of sugar candy, two ounces 
of soft soap dissolved in water, and an 
eunce of powdere1 indigo. When well 
mixed stir in a quarter of a pint of 
turpentine. To use, lay some of the 
mixture upon the harness, and polish 
with harness brushes and cloths. 


STORING SFED CORN. 
Seed corn is liable to injury dur- 
ing the winter unless it is stored in 
a dry place. There is considerable 


moisture ip corn, and it can be affect- 
ed by frost. Selected corn is hung up 
in a loft, where it is warm and dry, 
frequently. It is 
important to give seed corn attention, 
as failure to germinate during the 
spring may throw next vear’s crop 
back by compelling replanting. 


FEED-MILLS FOR THE FARM. 


Every farm of any considerable size 
should have some kin of a feed-mill. 
It probably will not always be found 
profitable to grind the feed of all farm 
animals, but in these times of moder- 
ately high rices for grains and great 
demani for stock to be fattened, it 
pays to get the greatest amount from 
the feed usei, and to fatten the ani- 
mals as quickly as possible. That most 
feeds give best results when ground 
is the opinion of most farm feeders. 


MANURE BENEFITS. 


Manure does not give full benefit 
in one year. It is something that 
shows good effects for several seasons. 
The reason is that manure does not 
decomyose very quickly, and as the 
plants can only utilize it as it becomes 
soluble the manure lasts from one to 
three or four years, according to the 
materials of which it is composed.

The great quantity of steam which 
is rapidly generated in the eylnder 
is carried to a steam engine of ordin- 
fary construction. ‘The engine inturo 
will generate electricity, which will be 
stored in a large power-house, from 
which it will be transmitted by cables 
to the factory and to the home, The 
power-house will store sufficient elt ce 
tricity to meet all deman!s during the 
time that the sun does not shine, al- 
though it may be clouded for weeks 
at a time.

NOTES AND COMMENTS. 

China, after de-laring thai she never 
would eccode to the German demands, 
has agresi to them unconditionally. 
Not on!y is she willing to execute the 
murderers of the Germaa missfonaries, 
degrade the implicated officials, Tre- 
construct the destroyed mission build- 
ings and pay a million taels indemnity 


in satisfaction of all claims, including 


the cost of the German occupation of 
Kiao Chou bay, but to grant mining 
and railway preferences in Shantung 
provige, and to assign the bay an 
eurrouning area for the use of Ger- 
many, Indeed, the only point on which 
there seems to be any reservation 
whatever, is the permanent cession o 
the bay as a German naval station, 
though as to whether anything more 
than temporary oceupation was 1D- 
Cluded in the German demands, the 
evidence is conflicting. In any event, 
as there cam be no logical connection 
between the permanent occupation of 
territory and the mob violence for 
which China is willing to atone, it 1s 
difficult to see what grounds Germany 
will have for such occupation when 
her other demands are conceded. But 
that she will find some, or act without 
them, is foreshadowed by the seizure 
of the city of Kiao Chou, some fifteen 
miles inland from the bay, and by the 
heavy reinforcement from Germany of 
the forves of occupation. True, the 
Berlin government has not officially 
announced its intention of remainig 
permanently in possession of the seized 
territory, but the impression is strong 
{nall the European capitals that very 
fserious pressure from more than one 
power will be required to induce it to 
relinquish the foothold thus gained. 


Of course, from an ethical viewpoint 
there is little tobe said for Germany's 
action, but few, if any, of the other 
powers can object to it save on grounds 
which would deprive them of right to 
bold half their own colonial possessions, 
and certainly not Great Britain and 
Russia. Moreover, territorial greed 
apart, in her procedure to obtain red- 
ress for the murder of her subjects, 
Germany cnly followed the example of 
other powers, and in doing so showed 
snaccurate knowledge of Chinese char- 
acter. As China is not a homogenous, 
the central government. exercises lit- 
ropeans are always incited or prevent- 
able by local authorities, over whom 
th ecentral government exercises lit- 
tle control, appeal to Pekin only re- 
sults in interminable negotiations, 
without securing any practical red- 
ress. In consequence, it is the local 
officials that should always be held re- 
sponsible for outrages, and among the 
best devices for bringing them prompt- 
ly to terms is the landing of an armed 
force, precisely that adopted by Ger- 
many in this instance. No doubt the 
morality of the laiter’s action, should 
she go so far asto permanently annex 
a slice of Chinese territory, will be 
open to very serious question, but 
China as an organized power is too 
conceited, cruel and pagan to excite 
much sympathy, and unless she can 
help herself, is likely to be left to the 
spoilers. Whether Germany will be 
wise in permanently occupying a port 
eigbt thousand miles from home, pos- 
session of which, without enormous ex- 
pense, can only make her weaker, is 
& more pertinent question, and one 
which thinking men wili be likely to 
answer in the negative. Still, its seiz- 
ure, with the successful demonstration 
in Hayti, as gratifying the German 
love of position and power, may give 
the empire his aval credit. 


A GIGANTIC INVESTMENT. 


Be Will Probably fake 300,000,000 to 
Bevelop the Qukon Wines. 


The placers of the Yukon, though af- 
fording opportunities for individual 
workers, with comparatively small 
capital, partake of the nature of 


quartz mining in the immense aggre- 
gate capital required for their deve- 
lopment. Each man or party must 
sink a shaft through frozen’ earth, 
which, considering the great disad- 
vantages of the work, the need of oy 
erating in the short days of the arc- 
tic winter, and thawing the ground by 
repeated firings, brings the outlay up 
toward that of quartz mining.

which the miners wil! be subjected 
Rut the Government can easily spend 
a large amount on police service, sur- 
veving and administering the terri- 
tory, and should railway be in- 
cluded in the public expenditure it may 
creep up into the millions. The invest- 
ment of this vastamount in a new in- 
dustry, cannot fail to make a ,marked 
disturbance in trade and industry in 
Canada, the United States and other 
eommercial countries. The effects of 
the bicycle boom are still remembered. 
Compensating economies of the bicycle 
buyers were felt severely by other 
industries. But the deflection of in- 
dustry and trade toward Klondike out- 
fitting and transportation will be far 
more in the aggregate, and its econo- 
mic influences will be proportionately 
more extended.
